Taylor  have  been  named  acting  chiefs  of  the 
two  posts  vacated  when  former  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  resigned  Thursday,  an- 
nounced the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Crockett  is  acting  President  of  the 
University  and  Dr.  Taylor  was  appointed 
acting  Chancellor  of  the  Unified  Church 
School  System. 

BOTH  MEN  HAVE  served  as  vice-presi- 
dents of  BYU.  Dr.  Crockett  has  been  aca- 
demic vice-president  since  he  came  here  in 
1957  from  the  University  of  Colorado. 

Dr.  Taylor  who  came  with  President  Wil- 
kinson in  1953  as  his  administrative  a^ist- 
ant,  has  served  as  Vice-President  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Unified 
Church  School  System  since  1954. 

DR.  CROCKETT,  who  received  his  Ph.D. 
in  economics  at  the  University  of  California 
in  1931,  has  taught  in  three  states,  and  two 
countries,  served  as  principal  economist  for 


the  War  Production  Board  during  World  War 
II  and  been  consultant  for  the  Colorado 
General  Assembly,  for  three  governors  and 
held  positions  on  other  official  commissions. 

As  yet  he  has  formulated  no  “definite” 
plans  for  the  future  but  he  will  “carefully 
re-examine  our  academic  programs.”  He  ex- 
pressed “great  confidence  in  the  ability  of 
our  faculty  members  and  our  outstanding 
studentbody.” 

DR.  TAYLOR  HAS  spent  almost  fifty 
years  in  the  educational  system  of  the  coun- 
try beginning  as  elementary  school  princi- 
pal at  Pleasant  View,  Utah,  and  reaching  to 
the  vice-presidency  of  BYU.  He  has  served 
extensively  on  educational  organizations  and 
committees,  particularly  in  Arizona  where 
he  taught  for  26  years. 

He  described  his  new  job  as  “a  tremen- 
dous challenge,”  and  termed  himself  “an 
enthusiastic  supporter  of  seminaries  and  in- 
stitutes.”

Panamanian 
Peace  Seen 
By  Officials

PANAMA  CITY,  (UPI)  — In- 
ter  American  peacemakers  near- 
ed accord  Sunday  night  on  a five- 
man  mixed  commission  to  restore 
calm  to  the  troubled  Panama  Ca- 
nal Zone,  according  to  informed 
sources. 

Thomas  C.  Mann,  President 
Johnson’s  top  Latin  American 
adviser,  sent  here  to  help  ease 
the  crisis,  was  reported  planning 
to  leave  for  Washington  shortly 
before  noon  Monday  if  all  goeS 
well. 

DESPITE  the  optimistic  at- 
mosphere surrounding  the  diplo- 
matic talks,  violence  continued 
snipers  opened  fire  on  U.  S. 
troops  in  the  Canal  Zone  from 
positions  in  Panama  City’s  mob- 
wrecked  Pan  American  Bldg. 

In  Colon,  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Isthmus,  Panamanian  snipers 
attacked  U.  S.  trops  with  rifles 
and  Molotov  cocktails. 

BUT  AMERICAN  troops  arm- 
ed with  rifles  and  tear  gas  took 
up  positions  some  distance  back 
of  the  4th  of  July  Avenue  mark- 
ing the  border  between  the  city 
and  the  Canal  Zone,  prepared 
for  more  assaults  by  mobs 
which  broke  into  the  Zone  last 
night,  wrecking  and  burning 
American  cars. 

White  - firetrucks  garlanded 
with  flowers  and  Panamanian 
flags  carried  the  coffins  of  12  of 
the  reported  19  Panamanian  riot 
victims  from  Panama  City’s 
Metropolitan  Cathedral  to  the 
Garden  of  Peace  Cemetery  three 
miles  away.  Silent  crowds  of 
mourners  stood  bareheaded  in 
bright  sunshine. 

THE  DEATH  TOLL  in  four 
days  of  Anti-American  violence 
stood  at  23,  including  four  Am- 
erican soldiers.  There  have  been 
an  estimated  395  casualties,  in- 
cluding 88  Americans,  most  of 
them  soldiers. 

Informed  sources  said  a spec- 
cial  commission  to  be  set  up 
would  be  composed  of  two  mem- 
bers each  from  Panama  and  the 
United  States — one  civilian  and 
one  military  man  from  each 
country — plus  a representative 
from  the  Organization  of  Ameri- 
can States  (OAS).  •

A red-hot  crew  of  casaba  stars 
pushed  the  BYU  Cougars  into 
second  place  tie  for  the  Western 
Athletic  ■ Conference  basketball 
crown  Saturday  night  as  they  de- 
feated Wyoming  96-91  after  drop- 
ping the  conference  opener  to 
New  Mexico  59-57  Friday. 

A CAPACITY  crowd\in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse  had  their  share 
of  thrills  and  then  some  both 
nights  as  conference  action  got 
underway. 

Both  the  Cougars  and  the  Cow- 
boys exhibited  finesse  with  the 
casaba  in  a thriller  that  went 
right  down  to  the  wire.  The 
’Pokes  managed  to  come  within 
one  point  of  the  Mountain  Cats 
with  only  a minute  remaining 
but  the  Pumas  finally  put  the 
game  on  ice  with  five  perfect 
free  throws  in  the  last  forty  sec- 
onds. 

AFTER  drawing  first  blood  of 
the  game,  Wyoming  quickly  re- 
linquished the  lead,  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  the  first  half 
chasing  the  speedy  Pumas.

In  that  meet  Mike  Hart,  scrap- 
py wrestler  in  the  123-pound  class 
pinned  Ray  Campos  in  7:31  for 
the  day’s  opener.  Then  Mike 
Young,  a defending  champion  in 
the  137-pound  division  pinned 
John  Thompson  in  5:00  and  later 
on  Randy  Pentz  of  BYU  pinned 
George  Jenkins  in  the  177-pound 
scrap. 

UTAH’S  three  wins  came  from 
a forfeit  in  the  147-pound  area 
and  decisions  in  the  Heavy- 
weight and  167  pound  divisions.

In  the  Saturday  night  match 
with  Idaho  State,  BYU  made  20 
of  their  points  by  pins.
